DETAILED ACTION 

Pending Claims 

The pending claims in the instant application are 1-20. The independent claims 
are 1, 5, 8, 11, 14 and 18. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over The 
Procter & Gamble Company (WO 99/21532). 

The Procter & Gamble Company discloses a composition comprising a cream 
moisturizer and alumina microcrystals which are the same a corundum suspended in 
said cream moisturizer used to rejuvenate the human skin by buffing an area of the skin 
by using a sponge massaging pad and mechanical means (see Abstract, Summary of the 
Invention on page 3, continued through page 4, page 8, 1st and 2nd paragraphs, page 
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10, 2nd full paragraph continued on page 11, page 11, 1st and 2nd paragraphs, page 
30, 6th paragraph through page 31, 1st paragraph, page 41, 2nd paragraph to page 56, 
3rd paragraph and page 68, 2nd full paragraph through page 69, 1st fiill paragraph). 
The Procter & Gamble Company does not disclose that the mechanical means is the 
head of a vibrator. 

The Procter & Gamble Company does disclose that the means is mechanical and 
vibrators are a well known mechanical means used to scrub and/or buff surfaces 
including the facial area. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to use the well known mechanical mean, a vibrator, to apply the cream 
moisturizer containing suspended alumina microcrystals in the absence of a factual 
showing to the contrary or a showing of criticality with regard to the composition 
and/or the vibrator.
